THE SPATE CONSTITUTIONAL 
CONVENTION. 


FIRST DAY. 


Atl2 o’clock. His Honor Judge 
Settle of the Supreme Court called 
the Convention to order. He said: 

At the request of Chief Justice 
Pearson, Associate Justices Reade, 
Rodman and Bynum, and Secretary 
of State, Dr. Howerton, the only per- 
sous, except myself, authorized by 
the act calling a Convention of the 
people of North Carolina to call the 
di legates to order, and to administer 
the oath prescribed by the act, I am 
here to-day to perform the duties 
prescribed vy the Act. 

I will now call the courties of the 
State in their alphabetical order, and 
the delegates elect will, when their 
counties are called, present their cer- 
tificates of election. In calling the 
roll, administuing the oath and 
superintending the subscribing of 
same, as each delegate is required to 
do, I shall need some assistance. I 
therefore request the delegate from 
Person, Anson, Granville and New 
Hanover, Messrs. Cunningham, 
Bennett, Young and French, to take 
theirseats at the clerk’s desk, and 
render me such assistance as 1 may 
ask. 

The roll of counties was then call- 
ed, and the oath of office adminis- 
tered to the first five, but at the sug- 
gestion of Mr. Tourgee, the oath was 
dispensed with until it was ascertain- 
ed that a quorum was present. This 
fact being ascertained by the call, the 
administering of the oath Was con- 
tinued. 

On the eall of the second squad of 
five Mr. Tourgee offered the follow- 
ing protest: 

We, the uncersigned delegates 
elected to the Convention, protest 
against the validity of the oath pre- 
scribed in the acts of the General 
Assembly calling this Convention, 
us being beyond the power of any 
Legislature to impose, contrary to 
the political history, usages and 
precedents heretofore acknowledged 
and acted upon for forty years by 
both political parties in this State, 
subversive of the rights, and deroga- 
tive tothe dignity of the people of 
theState. Sigued by 

Tourgee, Bryan, Davis, French, 
Albertson, McCabe, Munden, Jordan, 
Mabson, 8S. H. Manning, Thorne, 
Nowell, Dickson, Massey, Wilcox, 
Carey, Woodtin, B F Jones, Crosby, 
W heeler, Justice, Bullock, Dockery, 
Hinnant. 

Mr. Turner objected to the protest 
as being out o! time and therefore 
out of order. 

Mr. Tourgee could not see how it 
was out of time when the oath of 
office was being administered at this 
time. 

Judge Settle said he had no contro! 
ofthe matterand would admit the 
protest to be entered on the journal, 

The roll proceeded harmoniously 
until the call for the county of Robe- 
son, When twosets of delegates made 
their appearance at the stayd. 


Judge Settle stated the Convention 
was probably aware of the difficulty 
pending in regard to the Robeson 
County delegates and that he would 
in the interest of the peace, harmony 
and the best interests of the Conven- 
tion, consider the claims of the con- 
testants after the orvanization, 

Mr. Turner objected to such pro- 
ceeding and asked why should a del- 
egate holding the certificate of the 
sheriff of his county be passed over. 

Judge Settle seid that he had plain- 
ly stated his reason, that he had no 
prejudice in the matter but adopted 
this course simply in the interests of 
peaceand harmony; that this was 
his deeision, and ordered the Clerk 
to proceed with the call. 

Mr. Turner still objected and in- 
sisted that it was the duty of the Jus- 
tice to swear them ip now. 

Judge Settle—"T have decided oth- 
erwise and the Clerk will proceed 
with the cail.”’ 

Mr. Turner—‘'I appeal from the de- 
cision.”’ 

Judge Settle—“there is no one to 
appeal to.” 

Mr. Manning of Chatham, said 
that his honor (Judge Settle) having 
decided that he would disregard triv- 
jal irregularities in the certificates, 
and his party having received that 
statement in good faith did not object 
to the certificates of several who had 
been sworn in, which they would 
have done had they known that his 
Honor intended to vary from his de- 
cision. 

Mr. Clingman desired to know if 
a decision would be rendered before 
the organization of the Convention. 

Judge Settle ssid he would decide 
the question before he left the chair 
and before the organization of the 
Convention. 

Mr. Bennett gave notice that he 
would object to certain delegates 
when the certificates were presen- 
ted. 

The roll was proceeded with and 
at the close, Judge Settle rendered 
his decision that the regularly elec- 
ted members. Messrs. McEachin 
and Sinclair were entitled to their 
seats. 

Objection to the oftice-holders 
werethen withdrawn and all sworn 
in. 

Judge Settle said the next business 
in order was the election of a Presi- 
dent of the Convention. 

Mr. Alhertson nominated Hon. C. 
H. Dockerv of Richmond. 

Mr. Reid nominated Hon. Edward 
Ransom of Tyrell.

THE OPENING DAY. 


Hard Work and Plenty of :t—a Full 
Supply of Hands to do it—How 
Vain are all Things Here Be- 
low—Scenes at the Capitol 
—the Opesing—Excie 
ting times in the 
House—the Vote 
for Pres- 
ident. 


The long looked for and anxiously 
expected 6th of September dawned 
most auspiciously upon the country 
yesterday morning. At an early 
hour the army of office hunters were 
at their post, the Revenue officials 
(every one in the State,) any quanti- 
ty of Postmasters from every section, 
with a number of other “‘props’’ ag- 
gregating in the whole almost five 
hundred, were as busy as bees in a 
tar bucket. They had promised the 
negroes back at home that the Con- 
vention should organize with eight 
Republican majority, but two would 
answer ifthey could only get that.— 
To this end they bent all their ener- 
gies and used all the devilment at 
their command to secure it. 

Long before the hour of 12 o’clock, 
the rotunda, halls and corridors of 
the Capitol were a solid mass of hu- 
man beings. 

So complete was thejam at the door 
of the House that it was really dan- 
gerous to attempt a passage. When 
the doors were opened the rush for 
galleries, and lobbies was frantic in 
the extreme. In a few wmoments 
every inch of space above and below 
was occupied. 

Precisely at 12 o’clock, Judge Set- 
tle of the Supreme Court ascended 
the Speaker’s Chair and called the 
Convention to order, As the roll of 
counties was called a death like 
stillness pervaded the densely packed 
hall, every ear stretching eagerly 
forward tv ascertain what member 
was missing,but strange tosay every 
man answered to his name, not a 
single delegate ofthe 119 being ab- 
Setit. 

‘Khe only discussion that took place 
during the day was a slight skirmish 
between the Chair and Messrs. Man- 
ning, of Chatham, Clingman, and 
Turner in regard to the seating of 
the Robeson county delegates, a full 
reportof which appears in our pro- 
ceedings elzewhere. There was some 
little feeling exhibited at first, but 
peace and harmony prevailed and 
everything passed off smootly and in 
order. 

While the voting was going on the 
House was remarkably quiet, owing 
doubtless to the fact that no one saw 
anything to applaud over. The rads 
only evinced a disposition to be 
‘fussy’? in the early part of the seas 
sion, and as the Democrats had the 
“innings” laterin the session, but 
little noise was made. 

The rads seemed to take their de< 
feat very hard while the democrats 
enjoyed their victory with that dig 
nity that becomes a great party of great 
men. 

For the result see proceedings. 

INCIDENTS. 

The Hertford delegate drew the first 
spolause of the session, As he ‘‘wad- 
died’ that 380 los. avordupois down 
the aisle, to band in his certificate, 
the boys in the gallery first opened 
with a general “titter,’”’ next an aud- 
ible te—he, then a ‘“‘giggie’’ which 
ended in rapturous applause. 

The delegates were sworn in by 
squads of four and five; one squad 
was composed of Tourgee, O'Hara, 
the colored-lawyer,Goodwinand Hol- 
ton. Now, what kinda kettle of fish 
would you call that? 

In vain did the rads look around 
the circle yesterday for that boasted 
eight majority by which they intend- 
ed to organize the Convention. The 
addition of five hundred ‘props’ 
could not make the vote higher than 
58 for their best man, anid a sicklier 
looking set we have not seen since 
the day after the 1874 Wake election. 

Thirteen ditferent newspapers 
were represented at the Reporter’s 
desk during the session of the 
Convention, viz: Daily News, Sen- 
tinel, Fraand Illustrated Age, Ral- 
eigh; Journal, Wilmington; Odbser- 
ver, Charlotte; Herald, New York; 
Southerner, Tarboro; Piedmont Press, 
Hickory; Transcript, Toisnot; Land- 
mark, Statesville; Union Republican, 
Winston, and New North State, 
(ireensboro, 

Peace and harmony prevailed 
throughout the session, but little 
wrangling and only one Buncombe 
speech; very good for a start.

The people of North Carolina are 
rejoicing with exveeding great joy at 
the cheerful prospects now opening 
before Chapel Hill, and we unite 
with the press of our sister State in 
expressing our own satisfaction at the 
promised results.

A New Proretiter.—The New 
Haven Palladium says that a me- 
chanie in that city has invented a 
new method of propelling boats, by 
which he ean obtaina speed of five 
miles an hour without any ‘“wash’’ 
from the propeller. The boat has 
two keels parallel to each other, and 
between thet an air-tight box, built 
in the bottom ofthe boat, into which 
air is forced by means of asmall steam 
engine. The compressed air is con- 
veye.l to the top of the water under 
the boat, and allowed to escape on 
the surface of the water, the resis- 
tunce it meets being relied upon for 
the propulsion of the boat. The two 
keels are intended to keep the com- 
pressed air from being distributed 
too greata surface, The Palladium 
suys that several satisfactory trips 
have been madein the boost (proba- 
bly without load), and that the in- 
vention can probably be used to al- 
vantage on canals,

HM. P. Kimball,- Secretary of the 
Wianebaco Agricultural Society. 
A special dispatch to the Memph's 
Appeal from Rockford, under date of 
the 23d August, gives the following 
letter from the Secretary of the Win- 

nebago Agricultural Society:

rights, privileges and immunities 
that existed ‘‘when Northern and 
Southern blood mingled in common 
sacrifice on Mexican The 
Grand Army of this section, by no 
means embracing in its vindictive 
remonstrance, the full expression of 
the soldierly sentiment and honor 
among us, lost its grandest opportie

Grand Council of Indian Tribes. 

OKAMULGEE CREEK NATION, VIA

cilofthe Indian Territory isin ses- 
rion, a full delegation is in atten- 
dance from nearly every tribe in the 
territory. An extra delegation as visi- 
tors from Kiowas, Comanches and 
other wild tribes from the Plains is 
also present. The only business to 
be considered is the new constitution, 
providing for a Governor ofthe ter- 
ritory, of the United S.ates Courts, 
and Delegates to Congress which 
will probably pass this council, but 
with a proviso tiat it be submitted 
to the national council for approval. 


servia—Horrible Atrocities of the 
Insurgents. 

LONDON, Sept. 6.—A special dis- 
pateh in the morning Standard says 
the British consul has arrived xt 
Mostar. He witnessed horrible cru- 
elties perpetrated by the insurgents, 
who, in one instance roasted children 
alive; the insurrection is put down. 
Only raids by the Servian and Mon- 
tenegrins take place, and these are 
exagerated ten fold. A telegram to 
the Dai/y News states that Server 
Pasha has been authorized to pro- 
pose a limited form of autonomy for 
Herzegovinia.

The Disturbance at Clinton, Missis- 
sippi. 

VICKSBURG, Sep. 6.—An extra edi- 
tion of the Z/erald gives the follow- 
ing account webs disturbance at Clin- 

n, Mississippi: 
The per p rticulars of the 
riot at Clinton on Saturday evening 
have been variously stated. After 
hearing allthe statements we think 
the felloering is about correct: 

There is a law prohibiting the sale 
of Liquor in Clinton, Some young 
men from Raymond brought a bottle 
with them, and while the speaking 
was going on Martin Sively and 
some of his friends went off a short 
distance to take adrink. The colored 
Marsbal for the occasion approached 
them and forbade their drinking.— 
This order was not regarded, and 
when the Marshal attempted to take 
the bottle out of Siveiey's hands, 
Siveley struck him ever the head 
with it, Senator Caldwell. colored, 
started to settle the difficulty and 
was followed by some 20 negroes, 
whom he ordered back, butabout 100 
morecame rushing on. Some ene 
fired a shot which was followed by a 
general firing, and a stampede.— 
siveiey fired all the barrels of his 
pistol and the negroes then deman. 
ded his surrender. He surrendered 
and gave up his pistol, after which 
he was shot and his brains 
knocked out. He was then 
robbed of his clothing and a finger 
was cut off in order to get his ring. 
The infuriated mob found Charle’s 
ehildressin his yard and shot and 
killed him in presence of bis family. 
Frank Thomas, a promising young 
lawyer, was shot from his horse a 
mile and half from the scene of the 
conflict and after falling the savages 
drove their knives into his body in 
many places. Joc, Neal was fatally 
shot in the left lung in the town and 
Waddy Rice seriously in the hand. 
Four negroes Were found on the field 
and two mortally wounded; 6 addi- 
tional nezroes have been found dead 
about Clinton since. The white men 
of Clinton were organized at once for 
self protection under Col. Harding, 
andtelegrams sent here for assistance; 
15 minutes afier the receipt of the 
first dispatch 150 men were ready to 
march and took special train, which 
reached Clinton at7 o'clock. About 
10 o’clock more reinforcements came 
from Jacksen. The Roads were 
pickened during the night, but all 
danger bei g apparently over most of 
the citizens returned to their homes 


at Vicksburg, leaving 40 men on 
guard under Capt. W. Cc. 
Andrews. Capt. Andrews re- 


returned with the men this a. m. 
and reports all now quiet at Clinton.

A dispatch received at the 
Treasury Department to-day from 
Dr. Lendermany, Director of the 
Mint reports that he left San Fran- 
cisco yesterday morning for Wash- 
ington, He will stop at Denver, 
iKXansas City, St. Louis and Cincin- 
nati, to determine upon a site fora 
U.S. Mint, to be located in the Mis- 
sissippi Valley in accordance with the 
provisions of the act of Congress 
passed last session. 

The discussion of the location of 
the Jetties at the South pass is con- 
tinued and slight modifications of 
the plan for locating the Fast, Jetty 
were recommended; also silignt 
alteration in its curvature so as to 
render the actien of the current more 
effective and secure grenter solidity. 
It was also recommended that this 
Jetty which is on the wind ward 
should overlosse the end of the West 
Jetty at least 500 feet. It was fur- 
ther decided that one thousand feet 
was the most desirable distance to 
leave between the artificial walls by 
which it is proposed to deepen the 
channel.
